The central states, early 


battleground of prohibition 
and long a source of strength 
for the Anti-Saloon League 
and similar organizations, for 
the most part have welcomed 
the return of beer. 


Like northern states they report in- 


creased employment and stimulation 
of business, less bootlegging and rack- 
eteering, and collection of badly need- 
ed tax revenues. 


Indiana, long a doubtful state on a 


prohibition question, reports a flour- 
ishing beer traffic despite a stringent 
state law. Ohio has issued more than 
12,000 permits for retail sales. Wis- 
consin, with its brewing industry in 
Milwaukee, of course reports large 
btnefits. 


Beer may be sold only in bottles in 


Indiana. However, the state in the 
first month of legal beer collected 
•tout HM.080 in galtonagc'taxes and appear that Citizen* without poll tax 


!nse fees. These fees are $2500 for 
brewer or importer, $1000 for 
a 


wholesaler, $300 for a hotel or res- 
taurant ,and $100 for groceries and 
similar places. The tax is five cents 
a gallon, 


Pretzel* in Indiana 


Food is supposed to be sold with all 


beer, but this provision of the law is 
generally ignored. Pretzels arc served 
instead, and this answers the techni- 
cal legal requirement. 


Paul Fry, Indiana state excise direc- 


tor, recently reported eight licensed 
breweries employing 718 men compar- 
ed to 181 before beer returned. Their 
weekly payroll is $18,500 and their 
capital investment $4,674,000, with $1,- 
000,000 in improvements projected or 
under way. 


The present capacity of six brew- 


eries will yield the state $909,000 in 
taxes in a year, and if the eight -arc 
operated to capacity, this sum would 
be more than doubled.

Half Speakeasies Eliminated 


Ohio collected $1,329,150 in permit 


fees in the first six weeks of legal 
beer, and $50,000 in the barrel tax. 


(^^Elimination of half the state's speak- 
™ easies is estimated on the basis of re- 


ports from police, brewers and sales- 
men. 


The state liquor control commission 


estimates that each of 
seven 
new 


breweries licensed spent $250,000 to 
start operations. Employment in many 
lines was stimulated. And 2000 new 
restaurants were opened. 


No Ohio communities have as yet 


Utilized local option privileges of the 
state law, but petitions to bar beer 
are being circulated in Westcrville, 
home of the Anti-Saloon League, and 
war on beer as well as repeal has 
been declared by some of the state's 
outstanding prohibition advocates. 


Wisconsin hailed the return of beer 


with celebrations reminiscent of Arm- 
istice Day. Breweries in Milwaukee 
and other cities arc sending a flood of 
beer throughout the 
country and 


reaping a golden harvest. Many job- 
less men got jobs in breweries. 


The state tax of $1 a barrel on beer 


yielded more than $500,000 during the 
first two months. 


Reports from Minnesota are 
that 


beer has greatly increased employ- 
ment. Resturants and cafes arc flour- 
ishing and makers of brewing equip- 
ment and accessories have put on hun- 
dreds of additional workers. Boot- 
legging is waning; in St. Paul the 
number of federal prisoners confined 
to the county jail has been reduced 
from 300 to 45. 


Racketeering Situation 


The situation in Illinois has been 


complicated by a defective law, and 
the racketeering situation in Chicago. 
Breweries that operated openly before 
beer was legalized are going ahead as 
always, and many of them have not 
paid taxes and 
otherwise complied 


with the state law. The legislature 
has been busy attempting 
to plug 


loopholes in the law which allowed 
most of the anticipated revenue to 
escape, and has attempted to find out 
why the price of beer remains so high 
in Chicago. 


The Illinois attorney-general has or- 
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advances and option futures, we don't 
know offhand; but it is a fair guess to 
say that farmers will receive at least 
$250,000 in cash by mid-summer. 


Hcmpstcad farmers borrowed only 


$90,000 from 
the government 
this 


spring. There will be at least $160,- 
000 left over for application to local 
debts and living expenses nearly two 
months before cotton money normal- 
ly is due. 


Although we are worried by the 


threat of drouth and damage to feed 
crops, this brief examination of the 
financial setup of the acreage cam- 
paign can't help but make folks feel 
more optimistic as to the immediate 
future.

Do Arkansas citizens have to have a 


poll tax to vote in the special general 
election July 18? 


As regards the election of a chief 


justice and a chancellor, they do, for 
on these matters they arc bound by 
the law of the state. 


But I had wondered about the vote 


on the repeal of the 18th amendment, 
for this is a federal referendum. 


Here is the language of Section 4 


of the act of the 1933 legislature sub- 
mitting the repealer amendment to 
the people: 


"The general assembly in calling this 


convention and this election for dele- 
gates thereto is acting under powers 
derived from and conferred upon it 
by the constitution of the United 
States and actions of the congress of 
the United States, and its actions 
herein arc federal functions and ARE 
NOT SUBJECT TO ANY LIMITA- 
TIONS IMPOSED BY THE CONSTI- 
TUTION OF THE STATE. . . . It is 
therefore 
ascertained and declared 


that ... NO COURT OF THIS STATE 
SHALL HAVE ANY AUTHORITY TO 
ENJOIN OR OTHERWISE INTER- 
FERE with the holding of the election 
and convention herein provided for." 


If there is to be any confdsion at 


the polls, let'o have an official state- 
ment now and clear the matter Up.

court for a decision probably on Mon- 
day when the court takes a summer 
recess until September 18. 


The case, appealed from Pulaski 


chancery court, was taken under sub- 
mission last Monday after having been 
advanced on the docket for a decision 
Dcforc the summer recess. 


O. E. Taplcy as a holder of old road r 


mprovemcnt district bonds, payment j 
>f which the state assumed under the 
Vlartineau 
highway 
law 
in 1927, 


jrought the suit against Governor Fu- 
rcll and the state bond refunding 
>oard of which the governor is chair- 
nan. 


He sought unsuccessfully in chan- 


cery court to restrain the refunding 
board from proceeding with the re- 
funding program under act 
167 of 


1933, under which all state highway 
obligations, amounting to $146,000,000, 
were grouped into one classification to 
be refunded through issuance of new 
25-year 3 per cent state bonds. 


Taplcy contended that the road dis- 


trict bonds he held had the lands of 
the district bade of them as security, 
and under the refunding legislation, 
he would have to surrender this se- 
curity when the new bonds were is- 
sued. 
Thereafter, 
he alleged, ho 


would have to depend upon legisla- 
tive appropriations for principal and 
interest on the bonds. 


The chancery court upheld the re 


funding act, and Taplcy appealed to 
the supreme court.

WASHINGTON.—(/p)—In a forceful 


reminder to Governor Laffoon of Ken- 
tucky that the Democratic party is 
pledged to repeal the 181 h amend- 
ment, Postmaster General Farley sig- 
nified Friday that the administration 
would take a strenuous part in the 
repeal election in Southern states. 


It was the second appeal of the post- 


master general to the Kentucky gov- 
ernor to include a provision for a re- 
peal convention in his call for a spec- 
ial session of the state legislature. 


"Permit :ne to call your attention," 


Farcy told Laffoon, "to the fact that

abolish the State Board of Education 
and to create the office of State Su- 
perintendent of Public Instruction), 
was included in the election proclama- 
tion of Sheriff John L. Wilson this 
week as a referred issue; but it will 
not appear on the ballot. 


Sheriff Wilson acted under authori-

Futrell; but in completing the official 
ballot here the, Hempstead 
County 


Election Board dropped Act 78 be- 
cause Secretary of State Ed F. Mc- 
Donald refused to certify it out to the 
various county boards. 


The secretary of state was bound by 


an opinion of Attorney General Hal 
Norwood, wh oheld that a referred 
measure had to be submitted at a 
regular general election, and could 
not be submitted at a special election. 
Act 78, therefore, is held in abeyance 
and will not be voted on until No- 
vember, 1934, when the next regular 
general election will be held.

.cannot be accomplished by force, it 
takes proper training, a well regu- 
lated conscience and sometimes a fear 
of punishment to make a law abiding- 
citizen. 


Prohibition law violators have never 


had much fear of punishment, for, our 
Great Federal Government ,with all 
of its resources bit off more than, it 
could swallow and has been contin- 
uously backing away from the mis- 
take it made, for the past several 
years like a lamb from a lion. 


The report of the Wickersham com- 


mission sounded the clarion call for 
the death of the 18th amendment and 
the Roosevelt administration will bury 
it with appropriate ceremony. Then 
with the 18th amendment out of the 
constitution and the question of reg- 
ulation, and control of liquors return- 
ed to the several states to which it 
rightfully belongs, we may confidently 
hope to regain in part the advance of 
:emperance, lost in one of the most 
stupendous, collosal and terrific social 
legislative blunders of modern time. 
According to my way of thinking, in 
repealing the 18th amendment, we 
should also repeal the political pulpi- 
teer, divorce church and state and 
trustingly commit legislative function 
io statesmen and- the preaching of 
The Word to ministers of the Gospel. 


Let me say, I am opposed to the 


return of grog shops, to the sale of 
decimal beer without legislative sanc- 
tion and to the unlawful and uncon- 
trolled liquor" traffic. 


By casting our vote against repeal 


of the 18th amendment we will be 
supporting a system of attempted con- 


over intoxicating liquors which 


lias been the principle cause of mak- 
ing the people of the United States of 
America the most criminal of any oth- 
er country in the civilized world.

ders to act against 150 brewers and 
distributors to force- them to pay taxes 
and to take out state permits. 


In North Dakota, a law to permit 


sale of beer was adopted, but it has 
not gone into effect because of the 
circulation of referendum petitions 
Nevertheless, 3.2 beer may be bought 
almost anywhere in' the state. Some- 
arrests have been made- but no- pros- 
ecutions attempted: 


Sale of beer will- not be legal in 


Nebraska • until1 August .9, but in Om- 
aha and other wet-spots can be bought 
with, little difficulty. Omaha in pre- 
prohibition days had- five brewerie*, 
which will produce a million barrels a 
years if they are again operated" to 
capr.dty. Prospective sale of beer, has 
stimulated' employment' in lines allied 
WitK-brewing. 


The state tax will be 93 cents a gal- 


lon. Estimates of the amount of rev- 
enue to be derived vary.
